The epes have foure p2incipall colours, 
blacke, ſomelchat white, changeable, and tauny, 
The fo2me of the epes that be round are the 
moſt wavering and rowling that be, the moſt 
perfect and uncozrupt, becauſe there is no 
ſquareneſſe in them. The eyes that have co; 
ners are moſt filled with ſuperfluttp in the 
ſame: the great eyes betoken fcarefulneſſe and 
weakenelle, fo2 their groſſeneſſe comme th of a 
great abundance of moiſture in the Bzaine, 
bcherein there is a certaine coldneſſe, ſchich is 
ſpꝛead among the members and quencheth the 
blad: wherefoze even as the ſpirit ot the blod 
maketh the man bold, ſo the complexion, that 
is cold and mopſt, maketh him fearefull, The 
eyes that are bolt foꝛ ward, declare folly inthe 
man. Bꝛoad eyes tending to the largenelle 
of the Bodp, and like to Bags epes declare a 
moiſture of the Body. Thep that have their 
eves appertaining outward and lofty, ſer not 
berywell; foz their eyes be larre off Kune,

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fountaine, which is the Bꝛaine. And ſuch men 
are commonly great bablers and pꝛaters.

Per- 
ry and laughing eyes, with the reſt of the face, 
betokeneth flattery, lecherp, and backbiting: 
the eyes that be as it were pellow ſigniſie cru⸗ 
clty and deceit, as it appeareth well enongh 
in Bawdes, and Murtherers : this colour 
commethof a choler raigning and aduff. Little 
eyes ſignifie malice, folly and weakeneſle in a 
man. The hollowneſle of the eyes tommech 
of a duch, tthich dzieth up the muſcles, andli- 
gaments, whereof onſueth a contradiction in 
the inward parts, and that the man _— 
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meth bꝛaineleſſe. The Epesthat are of dinerg 
colours, and dim in che ball of them betoken 
foliſhnefſe. The bolting out of the Eyes doch 
repꝛeſent diners objects, thereby it commeth 
to paſſe, that the man is confuſe with diverſity 
of obiects, going about to behold chem, altoge⸗ 
ther. The Eyes that tend upward fignifie gods 
neſſe, but if chey ber red and great tending up⸗ 
ward, they ſignifie wickedneſſe.
